PLANTING  INSTRUCTIONS 

Roses  can  be  planted  in  the  early  spring  or  in  the  fall  before  the  ground 
freezes.  Roses  are  heavy  feeders  and  the  beds  should  be  well  prepared, 
spading  it  very  deep  and  manuring  heavily  with  well-rotted  manure. 

The  beds  should  be  well  drained.  Plants  should  be  set  18  inches  to  2  feet 
apart  and  the  collar  or  place  where  it  is  grafted  should  be  I  inch  below  the 
surface.  When  setting,  spread  the  roots  over  as  large  an  area  as  possible 
and  work  the  soil  amongst  them.  Then  tread  the  soil  down  nrmly  and 
water  thoroughly.  Reep  them  well  watered  until  well  established.  A 
top  dressing  with  ground  bone  early  in  the  spring  and  again  about  July  ist 
is  very  beneficial.  A  summer  mulch  of  peat  moss  will  keep  the  bed  from 
drying  out  quickly.  New  plants  should  be  cut  back  to  within  six  inches 
of  the  ground.  Old  plants  should  be  pruned  in  April,  cutting  them  back 
one  half  to  two  thirds  of  the  previous  season’s  growth. 

For* winter  protection,  hill  the  earth  up  around  the  plants  8  or  io  inches 
deep  and  when  this  is  frozen  cover  the  bed  with  strawy  manure  or 
leaves.

Cultural  Directions 

Spring  and  fall  are  both  ideal  times  to  plant  hardy  perennials.  If 
planted  in  September  and  October  they  become  well  established  before 
the  ground  freezes,  with  the  result  that  the  following  spring  they  start  to 
grow  as  soon  as  the  weather  moderates. 

Perennials  thrive  well  in  almost  any  soil  and  if  protected  during  the 
winter  with  a  little  barnyard  manure  and  litter  or  straw  and  given  an  appli¬ 
cation  of  ground  bone  early  in  the  spring  and  again  about  July  ist,  they 
will  grow  profusely.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

In  the  hardy  plant  line  there  is  nothing  which  will  give  you  a  bigger 
show  than  a  planting  cf  hardy  phlox.  They  are  the  most  effective  and 
useful  plants  in  the  garden  during  the  late  summer  and  fall.  Everyone 
loves  their  gorgeous  brilliant  colorings.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Gladiolus  are  the  most  adaptable  of  all  garden  flowers.  They  are  easy  to  grow 
and  bloom  readily  in  any  soil  or  climate.  It  is  best  to  use  a  new  location  each  year 
and  the  ground  should  be  prepared  early  in  the  spring.  Spading  it  deeply  and  pul¬ 
verizing  it  thoroughly.  Never  use  fresh  manure,  but  well-rotted  manure  or  a  high 
grade  potato  fertilizer  can  be  used  with  good  results.  If  you  set  the  bulbs  six  or 
seven  inches  deep,  it  will  keep  plants  from  falling  over  at  blooming  time.  Bulbs 
may  be  planted  in  rows  or  beds  spacing  them  from  four  to  six  inches  apart  each  way. 
By  successive  plantings  two  weeks  apart  from  May  first  to  June  fifteenth,  blooms 
may  be  had  all  summer.  Occasional  top  dressing  with  bone  meal  produces  good 
results.  Cultivate  frequently  and  keep  well  watered  but  do  not  overwater.  If 
you  cut  the  blooms  use  a  sharp  knife,  leaving  at  least  three  or  four  leaves  to  develop 
the  bulb,  and  cut  with  a  downward  stroke  so  as  not  to  disturb  the  growing  bulb. 
Bulbs  should  be  dug  before  the  ground  freezes,  carefully  dried,  and  stored  in  shallow 
boxes  in  a  cool  dry  cellar  at  a  temperature  of  about  40®.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Have  the  ground  ready  before  arrival  of  shrubs.  If  the  roots  are  dry 
let  them  soak  in  water  for  five  or  six  hours  before  planting.  Set  bushes  as 
deep  or  deeper  than  they  stood  in  the  nursery.  Be  sure  the  hole  is  big 
enough  and  spread  the  roots  out  carefully  when  planting.  Partly  fill  the 
hole,  then  tread  down,  then  fill  to  within  three  inches  of  the  top;  tread 
again  and  fill  balance  with  water.  After  plant  is  established,  complete 
filling  hole.  A  half  pound  of  bone  meal  applied  early  in  the  spring  and 
again  about  the  first  of  July  to  each  shrub  will  keep  them  growing  well.
